Body Found in Cooler 


The body of James G. Boyd. 
44, of 109 SW Ave. B, was 
found inside a portable va- 
cuum cooling tube at Gres- 
singer & Sons Produce Pack- 
house, 835 SW 9th St. 
Boyd was apparently locked in 
side the cooler when another 
worker closed the door. 

A spokesman for the pro- 
duce concern said Boyd would 
have had mo reason to enter 
the cylinder, as his work was 
inside the plant. After the 
metal door at the rear of the 
portable plant is closed, all of 
the air is withdrawn from the 
tank, forming a vacuum 
which takes moisture from the 
produce. 

When the produce has been 
inside for about 30 minutes. 
the temperature is reduced to 
freezing. The extreme pres- 
sure possibly caused death by 
suffoéation, officials said. Lo-

Allies And Cost-Cutting 


As the outlook for the Viet- 
nam war in 1968 is continued 
heavy fighting. costing huge 
sums to the American taxpay- 
is essential that the Unit- 
ed States find new ways of li- 
miting defense expenditures in 
regions other than the Far 
East. One way to do this is 10, 
make better use of existing al- 
lies and to develop new ties 
With other — anti-communist 
states. 

In this connection, Ameri- 
Cans have to consider the de- 
fense problems arising in the 
Indian Ocean às а тези of 
growing Soviet sea powe 
Soviet Union, long consi 
а land power exclusively, 
day is tur

the Mediterranean ani — has 
even greater naval ambitions 
in the Persian Gulf and Indian 
Ocean areas, Behind the So- 
viet moves to the seas is а de- 
sire to manipulate world com- 
merce, to capture control of 
the oil resources of the Middle 
Fast and to dominate Africa, 

The United States cannot 
afford to ignore Soviet com- 
munism's power drives in these 
aréas. Yet the question arises 
where will the U. S. find the 
financial resources to take on 
new military commitments 
the Indian Ocean and adjacent 
areas of Africa threatened by 
communist pressures? 

The answer to this question 
may lie in making better use 
of diplomacy and in accepti 
friendship that has: been off 
ed and rejected in the past. A 
case in point is the willingness 
of the Republic of South Afr. 
са, a powerful anti-communist 
nation, to assume burdens of 
defense in the Indian Ocean 
area. 

With a strong economy and 
а currency based on gold, 
South Africa is in a position 
to devote extensive resources 
to the curbing of communism 
in ani around Africa. With 
the naval traditions of the Bri- 
tish and Dutch — two great 
seafaring peoples behind them, 
the South Africans have the 
know-how to develop a size- 
able fleet to deter communist 
ambitions in the Indian Ocean. 

Yet the United States has 
not taken advantage of the 
offer of South African friend- 
ship. Failure to take advant- 
age of it already has cost the 
American people a lot of mon- 
ey. Ironically. though South 
Africa is staunchly anti-coni- 
munist, the U. S. government 
refuses to sell military equip- 
ment to the Republic. This re- 
fusal is all the more absurd 
in view of the Johnson ad- 
ministration’s insistence 
the U. S. should trade with the 
communist countries of East 
ern Europe and “build brid 
ges” to those

g to the seas. It 
naval task force in 


violently anti- 
American nations, 
Britain's socialist 


govern- 
ment. which has brought Ens 
land to the door of economic 
Tuin, likewise persists in re- 
fusing to sell warships and jets 
fo South Africa although Eng.

Happily, even some Lahor min- 
isters now recognize the wis- 
dom of renewed arms «iles. 1t 
it to be hoped that the U. S. 
government will move in th 
direction in 1968. 

Failure то use South Africa 
as am anti-communist bulwark 
may drive that country into a 
neutralist stance, a posture th 
U. S. can politically ill afford. 
Gen. De Gaulle is eager 10 
woo the South Africans and 
to sell them arms. 

The whole fanatical crusade 
against South Africa, because 
it won't bow to the winds of 
barbarism and communism 
blowing over the African con- 
tinent, has a high dollars and 
cents cost to the American 
people. For years, the U. S. 
has shouldered an increasingly 
large share of the burden of 
Western defense against com- 
munism. U. S. expenditures 
have to be reduced to protect 
the dollar. One of the ways to 
reduce those expenditures over- 
seas is to find other countries 
that have the courage and the 
financial means.to work as real 
allies in the global struggle for 


Victory in the cold war, 

Nor should Americans for- 
get little Rhodesia, the cour- 
ageous country in South-Cen- 
tral Africa that had the intesti- 
nal fortitude to stand up to 
Britai's socialist regime and 
to the Afro-Asian dominated 
United Nations organization. 
Rhodesia is another stabiliz 
force on a continent that lives 
with the threat of chaos and 
Communist subversion. The 
Rhodesians, unlike the British 
and other so-called allies, have 
offered to send a contingent of 
troops to fight against the 
communists in Vietnam, even 
though Rhodesia faces com- 
munists on its own northern 
border. 

If the friendships of these 
true Western states in Africa 
are accepted, and if America's 
military know-how is shared 
with them, it will not he ne- 
cessary for the United States 
to spend vast new sums л 
create military bulwarks з. 
gainst the expansionist Russians 
in the Indian Ocean and Afri- 
са. These anti-communist 
states in Africa are natural 
bulwarks to Red aggression,

He used to mail a letter 
for two cents now he is call- 
ed upon to pay six cents for 
the same service and is in- 
formed in the red. (Postal em- 
plovees have to eat too.) 

Political leaders and their 
College professor economists 
contend that we can spend 
ourselves into prosperity and 
the thought of curtailed gov- 
ernment expenditures is ridi- 
culous. We must spend more 
than we take in taxes to keep 
the economy booming. What 
difference does it make if the 
national budget is a few bil. 
lion dollars out of balance, 
since it is just money we owe 
ourselves.

Manager of Florida Airmotive, 
Inc., which operates the coun- 
уз Lantana airfield, Gassa- 
way agreed to pay the county 
five per cent of gross revenue 
at the airport between Paho- 
kee and Belle Glade, exclud- 
ing sales and leasing of air- 
craft. 


Sakser. noting that another 
offer had been made to run 
the Glades Airport, recom- 
mended Gassaway on the basis 
of previous experience. E. W. 
(Bud) Weaver, commissioner 
from Lake Harbor, made the 
n to employ the suggested 


Gassaway, who attended the 
regular weekly meeting. told 
the board he would begin oper- 
ations "immediately." 


Sakser said Belk Aircraft 
moved out on New Year's Day 
and commissioners agreed that 
a lease, which automatically 
would have been renewed to 
Dec. 31. 1969, thereby was 
“terminated by abandonment.” 
The county will receive а 
monetary refund from Belk. 
noted Commission Chairman 
E. F. Van Kessel 

Weaver also had submitted 
an agreement between the 
county and South Bay Grow- 
ers Inc. in which the firm 
holds the county "harmless"
